MR, JESSE BARTLETT appeared in the interest of the paving of South lst
Street from Elizabeth to Oltorf sand from Qltorf to Alpine.

He
regquested that 25 be located on the west side and 15 on the east side. The
City Mansger made & report on the distribution, and it was his recommendation
to locate 20 on each side.
